The St. Edward Council on 
Human Relations (SECOHR) will begin to 
examine attitudes toward harassment with¬ 
in the school in the coming weeks. In May 
of last year, the group conducted a survey 
which questioned students about the 
atmosphere of the school with respect to 
issues involving harassment from other 
students. A preliminary draft of the results 
of SECOHR’s survey has been prepared 
and plans are underway to finalize and dis¬ 
cuss the project. 

With the help of freshman reli- 


based group is revealed within its own 
mission statement. “Our primary aim,” 
declares the society’s informal manifesto 
“is to provide an open forum of discussion 
and debate to students who are interested 
in an open exchange of ideas.” 

New members are being encour¬ 
aged to share their thoughts and discuss 
different opinions in a distraction-free 
environment. The emphasis in which such 
discussions take place, however, is 
focused within the context of freethought. 

“We believe in thinking beyond 
the level of ‘it’s true because I was taught 
it,”’ stated McCann in an interview with 


gion teachers, the survey was handed out 
to students in the Class of 2006. Two hun¬ 
dred and thirty-eight surveys were collect¬ 
ed and are recorded in the preliminary 
draft. 

Students responding to the survey 
were asked to refer to the student hand¬ 
book’s description of harassment when 
answering the questions contained within 
the survey. 

The handbook prohibits any form 
of intimidation, harassment, coercion, or 
threat. According to the school policy out¬ 
lined in the handbook, “harassment 
includes such conduct as slurs, jokes,

ion is not valid unless it is shaped inde¬ 
pendently of authority, tradition, or other 
related precepts. 

Currently, the structure of 
Freethought Society meetings are not set 
in stone. Through this kind of flexibility, 
the group hopes to avoid any kind of struc¬ 
ture that might hinder the group from 
accomplishing its goals. 

Society members are in the 
process of developing the kind of structure 
that will not seem authoritative but allow 
for discussion to flow smoothly. 

The society’s seniors are also 


intimidation, or any other verbal or physi¬ 
cal attack.” 

Forty-two percent of the respon¬ 
dents (one hundred students) agreed or 
strongly agreed that harassment is a prob¬ 
lem here at St. Edward. Those students 
who disagreed that harassment is a prob¬ 
lem or held no opinion on the matter were 
not required to answer the remaining nine 
questions that followed. 

From the students who cited 
harassment as a problem, seventy-five felt 
that the greatest victims were freshmen. 
Respondents were split in their response to 
which class perpetrated the most harass- 


hoping to attract the attention of younger 
students. “We need younger members to 
join who can eventually take over,” 
Piascik told The Edsman. The core group 
of students who supported the formation of 
a brand new Freethought Society are deter¬ 
mined to make sure the group continues to 
function after this school year is over. 

Freethought Society meetings 
began on August 28th and have shown 
positive signs of interest early on. An esti¬ 
mated ten to twelve people attended the 
society’s second meeting of the year on 
September 4. The group meets every week 
on Thursdays in Room 105 after school.

Even the most ardent opposition 
to the War in Iraq now realizes that US 
troops must remain in the country to 
restore law and order, rebuild infrastruc¬ 
ture, and develop an inclusive government 
not sustained by the principle of mass mur¬ 
der and intimidation. 

For the lasting few who remain 
stubborn on the issue, and insist for imme¬ 
diate withdrawal or even a slight scaling 
down of US forces in Iraq, they find them¬ 
selves in quite a predicament. One of the 
few logical arguments articulated prior to 
the war was concern for Iraqi civilians who 
could lose their lives in vicious urban war¬ 
fare fought on the streets of Baghdad 
(never happened). 

After sweeping military victory in 
a matter of days, Iraq’s most brutal dictator 
had lost his power, and civilian causalities 
were at an extreme historical low. But now, 
if American forces were to be withdrawn, 
the Saddam regime would most assuredly 
regain power. The civilian population of 
Iraq, once the apple of peaceniks’ eyes, 
would be imprisoned again in a country 
where mass graves and secret police are the 
norm. American troops are not interested in 
quelling political dissent or abusing the 
Shi’ite majority, but those certainly were 
Saddam’s favorite hobbies. 

Even a scaling down of US forces 
would prove disastrous. International 
cooperation on the rebuilding of Iraq is 
absolutely necessary, but not every country 


has the military expertise needed in 
patrolling the country and rooting out 
Saddam loyalists. 

European countries could prove 
helpful in providing the training of Iraqi 
police officers, which would replace 
American troops now guarding key infra¬ 
structure throughout Iraq. But if military 
authority of Iraq were turned over to the 
United Nations (UN) or even the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO), 
multilateralism would be the deathbed for a 
democratic Iraq. 

The UN has quite a track record 
in supposed peacekeeping operations, in 
areas like Bosnia and sub-Saharan Africa, 
where the UN has failed miserably. In 
Bosnia, the UN peacekeepers played the 
role of Nero, as the Bosnian capital city of 
Sarajevo was burned and destroyed. The 
country was in a state of chaos until NATO 
abruptly took the reigns of command and 
brought the military muscle necessary in 
the Balkans. In Africa, the UN has been 
directly involved in “democratic” elections 
where the leaders are usually warlords, ex- 
communists, or at least anti-American. 

The United Nations would prove 
entirely inept in handling a situation like 
Iraq. The UN does not have the number of 
troops necessary to guarantee stability. 
They do not have the weapons technology, 
nor the commanders with combat experi¬ 
ence. NATO, although more credible than 
the UN, is now dominated by Old Europe 
and its quest for relevance yet again in the 
world. The United States should not bow 


before the opinion of a country whose 
greatest enemy is a heat wave. 

Each American death in Iraq 
should lead us to prayer and meditation on 
why this country went to war. Whether or 
not Saddam Hussein was involved in 
September 11th, a country seeking and/or 
possessing weapons of mass destruction, 
and seeking to destroy the United States of 
America is intolerable. 

George W. Bush’s “pre-emptive” 
war strategy is not an innovative plan con¬ 
cocted by Dick Cheney and Donald 
Rumsfeld. World War II was more pre¬ 
emptive in scale and sacrifice. Germany 
did not attack Pearl Harbor December 7, 
1941, but liberal President Franklin 
Roosevelt convinced Congress to declare 
war on Germany after Hitler did so, and 
thus focus military attention on western 
Europe, not the Pacific. 

After the destruction of the Nazi 
regime, Republicans did not demand an 
“exit strategy” or constantly remind 
America that there were more dictators in 
the world beside Adolf Hitler. 

A Marshall Plan in Iraq is needed 
now more than ever to prevent a resurgence 
of Islamic terrorism, and to serve as an 
example to the rest of the Middle East as to 
what the future holds. Americans realize 
the sacrifice that must be made to implant 
democracy in the Middle East, and this is 
not time to place that crucial goal in the 
hands of the UN.

There are compelling arguments that the 
United Nations must take over manage¬ 
ment, accounting and distribution to the 
Iraqi people of Iraq’s oil profits. There 
must be no privatization of the Iraqi oil 
industry. The UN must handle the award¬ 
ing of all contracts for the rebuilding of 
Iraq so that there can be no more sweet¬ 
heart contracts for companies like 
Halliburton. 

In addition, a transition from UN 
control to self determined governing struc¬ 
ture by and for the Iraqi people must be 
planned. 

On Sunday, September 7th,

We taxpay¬ 
ers are paying roughly $4 billion a month - 
that’s $133 million a day - on the “libera¬ 
tion” of Iraq. All rhetoric aside, make an 
idealistic vision of what could be done 
nationwide with $133 million in one day. 
Now imagine what could be done nation¬ 
wide with $87 billion. Troops could be 
returned home safely. The hungry and 
poor could be fed and housed many times 
over. People who got sick could have 
proper health care. Schools wouldn’t have 
to do without enough teachers and text¬ 
books. There would still be billions and 
billions of dollars to reduce the ridiculous¬ 
ly high national debt. 

The neo-con doctrine of “bomb¬ 
ing Iraq into submission” was not only 
immoral, but also misguided. The Arab 
world now hates the United States even 
more. The rest of the world views us as 
dangerous and arrogant “cowboys.” 

We must put conceptions of 
“Republican” and “Democrat” aside, and 
work on solving the problems the United 
States has created, rather than sinking 
deeper into the depths of war, and creating 
more enemies.
